General Assembly on Dicermament was drawing near, the Soviet Union and the United States 
issued simultaneously : May 11 a “Joint communication” on the recent Helsinki consulta. 
tions regard (ng i‘miting international transfers of conventional arms, The “Joint commni- 
cation” said the .wo countries “agreed that the problem of limiting international transfers 
of conventional rus 18 urgent, and calls for solution on a constructive basis so as to 
promote intema’ ional peace ard sevurity and strengthen detente", 


Commenting on the “.ommunication” by which the two superpowers meant to prepare an atmos. 
phere for themselves At the forthcoming UN Special Session on Disarmament, AFP bluntly 
reported their massive arms sales to the Middle East and Africa, especially Moscow's 
Shipment of over 1,000 million dollarsa' worth of military equipment te the Horn of Africa, 


The two superpowers, as is known to everybody, apart from making huge profits out of 

arms experts, also use it as one of their major mans for controlling other countries, 

ana making ager iion and expansion and for world domination, The United States has all 
along been the biggest arms merchant i. the world, The Soviet Union, however, unwilling 

to lag behind, nas weve up in the past few years. While limiting cast European countries! 
arms production and selling Soviet «made weapons wholesale through the theory of “international 
division of labour" in the COMECON, the Soviet Union, under the cov. r of military “aid", has 
Stepped up its arms sales to the Third World countries. According to statistics, within 

the ten years from 1946 to 1975, in the world's total 70,400 million dollar conventional 
arms sales, the exports of the United States accounted for 54,990 million dollars while the 
Soviet Union 20,200 million, During the Khrushelicy period from 1956 to 1964, the Soviet 
Unio sold a total of 5,490 million dollar.' worth of arms to‘he Third World countries, 
averaging 380 million dollars annually, From 1965 to 1976 when Brezhnev was in power, the 
Soviet Union's arms selling shot up to 16,160 million dollars, or 1,340 million dollars 
annually, a 250 percent increase over the Khrushchev period, From 1956 to 1976, the Soviet 
Union sold in total 19,600 sillion dollars of arms to the Third World countries (5,700 
million dollars in 1976 alone), only 600 miliion dollars less than the United States in 

the same peric i, The Soviet Union has become the second largest arms merchant in the world, 


The Middle East has always been an area of sharp contention between the Soviet Union and 
the United States, Particularly after the fourth Middle East war, Soviet m iition sales 
to this area have drastically increased, From 1975 to 1976, it sold 6,120 million dollars 
of arms to this area, 


With the steppedsup Soviet military expansion in Africa, Soviet weapons have been pouring 
into the continent in recent years. 
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In 1976 alone, Soviet arms deals with African countries accounted for 1070 million 
dollars which came first among all the Soviet deals with the Third World countries that 
year. 


The bitter lessons Egypt, Somalia and other countries drew in recent years, demonstrate 
the nature of Soviet "military aid", With the delivery of Soviet munitions, Soviet 
military advisers amd technicians swarmed in for the control of the recipient cauntries' 
vital military departmerts, seeking naval and air bases and interfering in their internal 
affairs. Taking advantage of certain differences or problems left over from history 
among the Third World countries, the Soviet Union stirs up trouble, creates local con- 
flicts and regional disputes, and in so doing, sells its arms in a big way. In the 
Angolan civil war and the conflict in the Horn of Africa, the Soviet Union rushed in by 
air and sea large quantities of arms and great numbers of advisers and mercenaries to 
the areas. They heve an axe to grind when they make both sides at war kill each other 
with Soviet arms, 


It has been noted that many of the weapons sold by the Soviet Union are outdated, It 
often takes others' difficulties to raise prices of arms and demand cash payments and 
presses repayment of debts by suspending the delivery of spare parts of the weapons. 
Egyptian President as-Sadat said pointedly that "Russians! arms sales is for a new room 
in the Middle East", and it is “carrying out a new policy of interference". 


An AFP report points out, “neither the United States nor the USSR intended to reach any 
agreement to the detriment of the security of their allies or their traditional (military) 
clients," Therefore, the so-called limiting international transfers of conventional arms 
is nothing but a deceitful talk, 


UN MEETING ON TECHNICAL COOPERATION CONCLUDES IN NEW YORK

{Text}] United Nations, 19 May (HSINHUA)--The Preparatory Committee for the United Nations 
Conference on Technical Cooperation among Developing Countries (TCDC) concluded its third 
session here today after a week-long consideration of the draft plan of action for the 
forthcowing conference to be held from next August 30 to September 12 in Argentina. ‘The 
decision to convene the conference was made by the UN General Assembly in one of its 
resolutions in 1975. 


During the debate on the draft plan in the past few days, speakers from the Third World 
countries expressed discontent over the present unequal economic relations between the 
poor and the rich countries. They viewed the cooperation among the Third World 
countries as a mist in light of their efforts to bring about a change of the existing 
world economic situation, 


Speaking on behalf of the 77-nation group, Jamaican representative Douglas S unders 

said today that the draft plan of action should emphasize the importance of the pooling of 
Capabilities of the developing countries to solve their common development problems and 
the need for changes in the traditional pattern of technical cooperation, It must ensure 
that the principle or sovereignty of states is not compromised in any manner, 
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Representatives from Yugoslavia and Romania pointed out that the pattern of traditional 
technical cooperation, which made the developing countries dependent on the developed ones, 
has to be changed, 


Delegates from Argentina, Iraq and other countries noted that the technical cooperation 
among developing countries is an instrument to foster self-reliance among the developing 
countries, 


Representatives from some developed nations including the Netherlands favoured more oo- 
Operation and support on the part of the developed countries to the developing countries, 


Chinese representative Wu Hsiao-ta endorsed the Group of 77 position that the plan of 
action should reflect important correct principles amd objectives, among which could be 
cited the following: That TCDC is a contribution to the establishment of the new inter. 
national economic order; that the TCDC mist respect state sovereignty; that regional 
TCDC activities should be directed jointly by all governments concerned; and that de- 
veloped countries' bilateral aid which developing countries may wish to use for TCDC pr- 
,oses must be united, He said: we are of the opinion that as a document which will 
guide TCDC activities in the future, the plan of action should give prominence to the 
orientation and principles of the establishment of a new international economic order set 
out at the 6th Special Session of the UN General Assembly. He stressed: "We should see 
to it that anything extraneous to TCDC, such as ‘detente’ and ‘disarmament’, and other de- 
ceptive superpower slogans should be barred from the 4 suments.” 


At the concluding session today, the Soviet representative arbitrarily demanded that the 
statements delivered today by countries like Jamaica and China not be included in the 
committee's report. This betrayed the Soviet ulterior motives with respect to the con- 
ference and angered the representatives from the Third World countries, They rose to 
refute the absurd Soviet argument. The chairman finally authorized the committee to in- 
corporate these statements into its report. This landed the Soviet representative in an 
isolated position. 


CLOSE OF ASEAN TRADE FAIR IN MANILA NOTED

scope for the expansion of the ASEAN intra-regional and extraregional trade".

Thi was 
announced yesterday by FBI Director William Webster. The two agents were identified as 
Rudolf Petrovich Chernyayev, 43, a personnel officer at the UN Secretariat in New York, 
and Valdik Alexandrovich Enger, 39, an as~‘stant to the under-secretary-general. 


An FBI statement said that the arrests completed an investigation dating from August, 
1977. A third Soviet diplomat, Vladimir Petrovich Zinyakin, 39, was also involved but 
not arrested because he enjoyed diplomatic immunity, the FBI statement added. 


FBI sources disclosed that the person who informed the FBI of the bribe attempt to 
obtain classified information about U.S. anti-submarine warfare equipment had received 
16,000 dollars in bribes from the three accused Soviet citizens.

Under the project, a steelworks with an eventual capacity of 6 million metric tons per 
year in terms of crude steel will be built at Paoshan,. 


The works is expected to go into operation in 1980 with an initial capacity of 3 million 
tons. The Paoshan works, one of the world's highest-performance mills, will be China's 
first coastal steel mill. 


NSC said a big team of 98 engineers from China is here for detailed consultations with 
Nippon Steel's d: partment for cooperation with China on steelworks equipment to be 
procured. 


Qn the basis of the consultations, @ steel mill equipment supply contract is expected to 
be concluded shortly. The value of such equipment is estimated at about 400 billion yen 
and ordering is expected to start this summer at the earliest.

[Text] Peking, 24 May (HSINHUA)--0n May 24 a spokesman of the Overseas Chinese Affairs 
Office of the State Council of the People’s Republic of China gave an interview to 
correspondents of the HSINHUA NEWS AGENCY on the question cf Vietnam expelling Chinesc 
residents there back to China, His statement is as follows: 


Recently, the Vietnamese side has been unwerrantedly ostracizing and persecuting Chinese 
residents in Vietnam, and expelling meny of them back to China. The situation has been 
deteriorating daily. 


On May 4 a responsible official of the Vietnamese side mde a public statement, in which 
he distorted the facts in an attempt to put the blame on the Chinese side for the mssive 
expulsion of Chinese. Under these circumstances, we cannot but set forth the facts so as 
to ensure @ correct understanding of the matter. 


Early in 1977 the Vietnamese side, in a so-called effort to "clear up the border areas", 
started in a plamed way to expel people who had long ago moved from China to settle dow 


in Vietnamese border areas, This subsequently developed gradually into the massive expulsion 


of Chinese residents in 411 parts of Vietnam, Out of a sincere desire to uphold Sino- 
Vietnamese friendship and seek a proper settiement of this question, the Chiese side 
repeatedly tried to persuade the Vietnamese side thet it should value Sino-Vie‘namese 
friendship and stop such extremely unfriendly practices of displacing so mny Overseas 


Chinese residents and harming the good feelings hetween the two peoples. But to our regret, 


the Vietnamese side not only failed to respond ‘o our good wishes, but became more vicious 
in expelling Chinese and the number of Chinese expelled was growing. The situation became 
more serious,

INTERNATIONAL APPAIRS 


According to statistics compiled in our border areas, more than ‘i0 thousaiso "eas 
Chinese were driven back to China in the period of one and a half' months fro» carly April 
to mid-May this year. Up to now, the number has exceeded 70 thousand, not cuunting those 
who were compelled to leave Vietnam and seek refuge in other places. 


The majority of the expelled Chinese are labouring people who on their way back to 

China suffered various maltreatments. Some were beaten up and wounded. They lost through 
arbitrary confiscation most of their possessions which they had earned in long years of 
labour, Even the small number of personal belongings for daily use they carried with then 
were plundered on the way before they left Vietnamese territory. As a result, most 

of the Chinese had nothing left except the clothes they were wearing when they entered 
Chinese territory. Many old people and children suffered from hunger and disease. It 

was altogether a pitiful scen.z. 


Yet, in utter disregard of the facts, tne Vietnamese official made tne slandercus counter- 
charge that "some bad elements among the Chinese spread rumours to foment discord in tie 
relations between Vietnam and China" and that the Chinese "lightly believed" the rumours 
and illegally crossed the border to return to their nomeland. 


What are the facts? Detailed investigation and checking by our border authorities have 
established that it is Vietnamese departments concerned and public security personnel 

who, acting on instructions, spread among Vietnamese people and Chinese residents the 
rumours thet "China has committed aggression against Vietnam," that "the Chinese Government 
has called on Overseas Chinese to return," etc., to incite hostility against the Chinese 
residents and threaten and intimidate them. The Vietnamese side has also used various 
means to restrict employmentof the Chines? residents. Chinese who were on the job were 
unjustifiably demoted or fired. Their food ration was reduced or stopped through i 
cancellation of their residence registration. As a result, large numbers of Chinese 
residents have lost their means of livelihood and found it difficult to make a living and 
are plunged into dire distress. In Ho Chi Minh City and other places, there even occurred 
grave incidents of mass arrest and wounding and killing of Chinese residents. in order 

to cover up the truth of the expulsion of Chinese and to shirk responsibility, Vietnamese 
public security personnel compelled some Chinese to fill ina "form of voluntary 
repatriation" or to copy or read out statements prepared beforehand for them which the 
security personnel photographed, filmed or recorded as “evidence of voluntary repatriation" 
of Chinese residents. Then they transported groups of Chinese to designated points on 

the border and drove them back to China across border rivers. A host of facts preves that 
the massive expulsion of Chinese back to China is a purposeful and planned line of action 
carried out by the Vietnamese authorities on instructions. 


People will not forget that the Chinese in Vietnam have long lived in friendship with 
Vietnamese people and taken an active part in the Vietnamese revolution and construction. 

During the protracted struggle against colonial rule, and in the difficult years of wars 

of national salvation against French and U.S. imperialism, many Chinese residents fought ; 
shoulder to shoulder with the Vietnamese people and never flinched from bloodshed and . 
sacrifice. They made positive contributions to the Vietnamese people's cause of liberation, 
to the building of the liberated areas, to post-war rehabilitation and reconstruction and 

to the growth of the revolutionary friendship between the two peoples, and in the process 
forged? a profound fraternity with the Vietnamese people. After the liberation of the 

whole of Vietnam, however, the Vietnamese authorities hae now returned evil for good 

by using despicable means to persecute Chinese and evict them en masse, thus greatly hurting 
the traditional friendship between the Chinese and Vietnamse peoples. Over this we camsct 
but feel strong regret and indignation.

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Regarding the question of nat‘onality of Chinese residing abroad, it has been China's 
consistent policy to favour and encourage their voluntary choice of the nationality of 
the country of residence. At the same time, we take exception to the practice of compelling 
them to take up against their will the nationality cf their country of residence. This 
is the well-known on4 openly-declared policy of the Chinese Government, which has been 
consistently implemented over the years. in 1955 during the discussion by the Chinese and 
Vietnamese parties of the question of nationality of the Chinese residents in Vietnam, 
both sides agreed to abide by the principle of voluntary choice of nationality. In 1956 
| the reactionary Ngo Dinh Piem regime in South Vietnan compelled Chinese residents to 

become naturalized. The Commission of Overseas Chinese Affairs of the People's Republic 
of China issued a statement on May 20, 1957, strongly protesting against the Ngo Dinh Diem 
regime's despicable action of compelling Chinese residents to change their nationality, 
and solemniy stating that "the regulations of the South Yietnamese admini:tratiun on 
changing the nationality of the Chinese residents in South Vietnam are unreasonable and 
unilateral", and that “the South Vietnamese administration should bear ful). responsibility 
for all the consequences arising from this umreasonable act." NHAN DAN of the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam on May 23, 1957 carried the full text of this statement and on May 24 
the same year published a signed article entitled "The Ngo Dinh Diem Clique Is the Common 
Enemy of the Vietnamese and the Chinese Residents," expressing its support for China's jist 
stand, In its "Letter to Chinese Brothers and Sisters in South Vietnau” published on May 
24. 1965, the South Vietnam National Front for Liberation stated that "the Chinese residents 
have the freedom and right to choose their nationality." But in recent years, the 
Vietnamese side went back en its word and abandoned the principle of voluntary choice of 
nationality for the Chinese residents. It resorted to a series of measures of discrimination, 
ostracism and persecution against the Chinese residents. It compelled them to take up 
Vietnamese nationality on penalty of losing their work papers, having their staple and 
other food rations cut, paying heavy taxes and even being deported. We feel great surprise 
and regret at the Vietnamese side's practice of compelling the Chinese residents to become 
naturalized, which violates the agreement between the two sides and runs counter to general 
ad principles of international law. 


China and Vietnam are neighbouring countries linked by common mountains and rivers, and 

the Chinese and Vietnamese peoples have formed a profound friendship during the protracted 

revolutionary struggles. We are firmly opposed to the Vietnamese authorities! arbitrary, 

truculent and illegal actions towards the Chinese residents. We demand that the Vietnamese 

side immediately stop implementing the above-mentioned erroneous policy of ostracizing, 
persecuting and expelling the Chinese residents and do not continue to damage the tra- 
ditional friendship between our two countries and our two peoples. Otherwise, the 
Vietnamese Government should bear full responsibility for all the consequences arising from 
| these unwarranted measures.

asserted, adding that an effort was needed to seek "their matrix, and therefore their 
point of origin elsewhere," 


On bilateral economic cooperation, he said Italy was “certainly” among the countries 
with a “privileged” position as regards openings for trade connected with China's “concrete 
prospects" for development," 
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According to Teng, China was interested in backing up its development plans by purchasing

measure for carrying out the general task in the new period. They angrily condemned and 
criticized the "gang of four" for hampering progress ia economic research and distorting 

and tampering with the wiarxist political economy. They unanimously pointed out: To speed 

up economic development, the present primary task is to thoroughly criticize the "gang of 
four's" fallacies--fallacies that stem from their distortion and adulteration of Marxist 
political economy--one by one until completely discredited and their pernicious influence 
eliminated.

(Text of PEOPLE'S DAILY 18 May article by Shen Tao-sheng: "The 'Gang of Four' and Lin 
Piac"] 


[Text] Peking, 18 May--Relations between the "gang of four" and Lin Piao have been a 
riddle to revolutionary people. Were they antagonists or one family? What types of 
contradictions existed between them? How did the "gang of four" suddenly become anti-Lin 
heroes? Today, the 10th and llth and most influential two-line struggle: in the history 
of our party have ended and Lin Piao and the "gang of four" have been brought before the 
bar of justice ¢f history. It is time for us to solve the riddle. The solution will 
help us understard the law of class struggle during the period of socialism, enhance ou’ 
ability to distinguish between genuine and sham Marxism, hold still higher the great 
banner of Mao Tsetung Thought under the leadership of the party Centzxal Committee headed 
by Chairman Hua, and build China into a modern and powerful socialist country. 


They Were Jackals of the Same Lair 


The Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution was a great political revolution. As in other 
great political movements of the past, various classes and types of people took advantage 
of opportunity to rise up, shout and struggle for different objectives. Lin Piao and 
the "gang of four" were vicious monsters who emerged from beneath the currents of the 
Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution. They hoisted the banner of revolution to sabo- 
tage the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution in an attempt to turn that great political 
revolution into steps for climbing to the positions of "state c>airman," "party chairman" 
and "empress." They represented a counterrevolutionary adverse current that emerged 
during the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution. 


When the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution was ascendant, Lin Piao summed up his 
counterrevolutionary experience and uttered some "famous" words: "Rely om both pen and 
gun to seize political power." Om the one hand, he firmly grasped the gun and collaborated 
with several of his sworn followers in an attempt to command the party with the gun. 

On the other hand, he paid great attention to the pen and recruited Chen Po-ta, Wang Li, 
Kuan Feng and Chi Pen-yu to concoct various counterrevolutionary articles to shape public 
opinion. Chiang Ching, Chang Chun-chiao, Yao Wen-yuan and their ilk all rose to higher 
positions through literature and art. Some also functioned as a good brain trust and 
went to work as a group for Lin Piao. Possessing both writers and fighters, Lin Piao 
organized a sinister headquarters and viciously began seizing political power from the 
hands of th- proletariat. 


The towering crimes committed by the Lin Piao antiparty clique during the Great Cultural 
Revolution are too numerous to be listed in one book. Crimes committed by the "gang 
of four" in collusion with Lin Piao are even more numerous. The following are their 


major crimes: 
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They concocted the theory that "literature and art are under the dictatorship of a 

sinister line." In February 1966 in Lin Piao's name, Chiang Ching planned a “discussion 

meeting on literary and art work in troop units." Before the meeting the sycophant . 
Lin Piao praised Chiang Ching as "strong politically and also expert in art," During | 
the meeting Chiang Ching, who was "entrusted" by Lin Piao, then “entrusted” Chang Chur- 

chiao, who had no military position, to speak at the meeting. Such "entrustments" 

Showed their close relationship. At that discussion meeting, they dished up the 

notorious theory that "literature and art were under the dictatorship of a sinister 

line." When Chen Po-ta, a commander in the Lin Piao antiparty clique and an expert in 

opposing communism, received the minutes of the meeting, he did not consider it to have 

been good enough and made two comments on it. 


His first comment was: The idea that literature and art were under the dictatorship 
of a sirister line during that 17-year period is very important. However, this 
sinister line is referred to without mentioning its beginning and end, and it is 
necessary to be clear on its origin. This sinister line was a continuation and devel- 
opment of that sinister line on literature and art in the 1930's. 


The second comment was: It is necessary to speak of the achievements in the drama 
revolution under the leadership of Chiang Ching, because they were genuine proletarian 
achievements. Thus, one can be clear on what to destroy and what to construct, 


Chiang Ching was overjoyed by these comments. She ordered the "old scholar" to revise 
the theory personally. This pack of gareerists and conspirators racked their brains 
and colluded with each other to concoct the theory that "literature and art were under 
the dictatorship of a sinister line." Their insidious motive was to open a breach in 
literature and art and "thoroughly improve" the dictatorship of the proletariat so they 
could realize their wolfish ambition to "change the dynasty." Indeed, starting from 
this theory, like the turbulent muddy waves pouring out of a rupture in the dikes of the 
Yellow River, they successively coneected theories purporting that "education was under 
the dictatorship of a sinister line" and "public security was under the dictatorship of 
a sinster line." They dished out the statement that journalism, publishing work, 
science and technology, physical culture and so forth were all “under the dictatorship 
of a sinister line." Bright socialist China was at once painted in somber hues by 
these devils. 


They dished out the sensational "coup d'etat formula" [Cheng pien ching 2398 6239 4842]. 

On 18 May 1966 Lin Piao, who had nat read books or newspapers or attended meetings for 

a long time, suddenly talked a great deal at a meeting about the “coup d'etat formula" 

being passed off as the theory of olass struggle. He talked about coups from ancient 

times to the present and in both China and foreign countries and dished out information 

on dogens cf coups at a stretch. This information had been diligently collected and 

included in articles written by Chang Chun-chiao and his ilk. After Lin Piao's death, | a 
a follower of the "gang of four" in Shanghai asked Chang Cnun-chiao whether or not the : 
"coup d'etat formula" could be critieigsed, Chang Chun-chiao said: "As for this 

formula of Lin Plao's, we cai.not bleme the few comrades who helped him work on it. 

Those few comrades are still good." ‘The follower immediately understood what he meant, 

for it was none other than Chang Ohunechiao who helped work on the "coup d'etat formula. " 

They (Qhang Chun-chiao and his followers] ranted about "coups d'etat becoming a worldwide 

trend" and spread the rumor that "g gounterrevolutionary coup d'etat is likely to occur" 

in order to confuse the public, distraot people's attention and cover up their own 
counterrevolutionary ambitions. 
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Chairman Mao was already suspicious of such talk. He pointed out: "Nobody in the 
past dwelled on this question the way he [Chang Chun-chiao) does. I always feel uneasy 
about his way of formulating this question." The development of the situation has proved 
that those who attempted to launch a counterrevolutionary coup d'etat were none other 
than they themselves [Chang Chun-chiao and his followers). In August 1970 Lin Piao 
launched a surprise attack at the second plenum of the Ninth CCP Central Committee. 

In September 1971 the Lin Piao clique vainly attempted to murder Chairman Mao. In 
October 1976, not long after Chairman Mao died, the followers of the "gang of four" in 
Shanghai attempted to stage a counterrevolutionary armed rebellion. All of these acts 
showed they had "learned from the experience" of documented coups in the past and used 
this information for their own counterrevolutionary actions. 


They cooked up a "30-word formula" for "creative study and application." In his "Foreword 
to the Second Edition" [of "Quotations Prom Chairman Mao Tsetung"] published on 16 
December 1966, lin Piao assembled his ideas and concocted a pragmatic "30-word formula," that 
is, “in studying the works of Chairman Mao, one should have specific problems in mind, 
study and apply his works in a creative way, combine study with application, first 

study what must be urgently applied so as to get quick results, and strive hard to 

apply what one is studying." This notorious "30-word formula" undermined the party's 
Study style fostered by Chairman Mao, debased and mutilated the comprehensive system 

of Mao Tsetung Thought, greatly diminished its great splendor, and played the role of 
projecting Lin Piao as Chairman Mao's “close comrade-in-arms." 


Investigation has now revealed the "Poreword to the Second Edition" and its "30-word 
formula" was cooked up by Chang Chun-chiao alone. Lin Piao did not make any "contri- 
butions," not even a single element of punctuation. To counter the masses' criticism of 
the "30-word formula," Chang Chun-chiao said at a discussion meeting of worker-peasant- 
soldier college students held in Shanghai on the afternoon of 27 December 1971: “Why 

do you want to criticize the '30-word formula'? I wrote the 'Porewerd' for Lin Piao who 
merely signed his name to it." Originally intending only to restrain the mass movement 
to criticize Lin Piac, Chang Chun-chiao unintentionally exposed his long collusion with 


Lin Piao. 


They “vigorously fostered" “absolute authority." Lin Piao hypocritically said in a 
letter dated 16 June 1967 that it was necessary to "give prominenece to the great role 
of Chairman Mao and foster his absolute prestige inside and outside the party and country. 
Later on, in a talk on 9 August he prated about "the absolute authority of Mao Tsetung 
Thought." The "gang of four," a gang of "Marxist theorists," parroted Lin Piao. After 
being revised and signed for distribution by Chang Chun-chiao, Bulletin No 9, issued by 
the group on revising the party constitution under the Shanghai Municipal Revolutionary 
Committee and dated 4 December 1967, said: "All people fervently hope that the new 
program of the party and the party constitution will foster Chairman Mao's absolute 
authority in a big way and further elevate the lofty prestige of XXX [fu chu hsi or 
vice chairman] Lin Piao. Many veteran workers said: With XXX Lin as Chairman Mao's 
successor, we, the older generation of people, are at ease." Stress in this passage 
by Chang Chun-chiao is obviously laid on the latter part, that is, to “vigorously 


foster" Lin Piao's “lofty prestige." 
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Having been through the vicious intention of this gang of political svindlers, Chairman 
Mao explicitly pointed out on 17 December 1967: "The formulation of absolute sutherity 

is not sound, for there is no such thing es absolute authority. Authority is a relative 
thing. An absolute truth, which is the sum of numerous relative truths, exists only 

among relative truths so an absolute things exists only among relative things." “The 
formulation of vigorously fostering authority and prestige is also not sound, for they can 
only be automatically fostered in the practice of struggle and canmnet be fostered ar- 
tificially by people. Prestige fostered in such a manner is bound to collapse." Lin 
Piao's "high prestige vigorously fostered" by the "gang of four" collapsed quickly. 


They preached the so-called "three great assistants." In fervently extolling Lin Piao, 
his sworn followers in the army seized every opportunity to preach the theory of “the 
three great assistants." It asserted that among "the three great assistants" to the 
teacher of revolution--Engels, Stalin and Lin Piao--"Lin Piao is the best assistant," 
and "the most brilliant assistant." Mot to be outdone, the "gang of four" joined the 
brazen chorus to praise Lin Piao, Bulletin Mo 25, issued on 23 December 1967 by the 
group un revising the party constitution under the Shanghai Municipal Revolutionary 
Committee, said: "It is urged that XXX Lin's noble prestige be further elevated in the 
party program. Some comrades compare XXX Lin's defense of Mac Tsetung Thought to Rngels' 
defense of Marxism and Stalin's defenge of Leninism in those years. XxX Lin's great 
services are indelible." Their energetic efforts to preach the theory on “the three 
great assistants" were aimed at using Lin Piao to usurp Chairman Mao's power. 


They ruthlessly attacked veteran cadres, During the initial stage of the Great Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution, Lin Piao repeatedly bebbled that this movement "is one to repudiate 
cadres." At a meeting of secretaries of the major areas held on 23 Jarmary 1967, Lin 
Piao frenkly urged: "tn dealing with veteran cadres, we must burn some of them: Some 
mst be burned lightly; bed ones mst be scorched." In April 1967 Chang Chun-chiao 
followed suit by saying: “The primary tesk of the Great Cultural Revolution is to re- 
pudiate veteran cadres and solve the problem of veteran cadres. Nobody can escape this 
task." A@yocating such reactionary thinking as "down with everything" and “establishing 
a new dynasty," the "gang of four" dirested the spearhead of the movement against the 
vast numbers of revolutionary veteran cadres, thus gravely undermining Chairman Mao's 
cadre policy. At a meeting in Shanghai in September 1967 Chang Chun-chiao said gleefully: 
"Present at the meeting today are all leeders of the rebels--none of them are members of 
the former municipal party committee or former people's congress. It looks as if we are 
going to establish a new dynasty. It is really necessary to establish a new dynasty." 
These remarks reveal that the “gang of four's" wolfish ambition to ruthlessly attack 
veteran revolutionary cadres and take their place was crystal-clear. 


They initieted an all-out civil war. The “gang of four" and the Lin Piso antiparty 
clique distorted the nature of the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution and fomented 
all-out civil war and national disorder. In early 1967 renegade Chiang Ching said to 

a sworn follower of Lin Piao: “During this turmoil, you catch an enemy for if 
you have an enemy, I'll catch him for you," Thus, they regarded the Great Cultural Revo- 
lution as @ movement to “catch enemies." Shortly afterward, Chiang Ching dished out 

the reactionary slogan "attack with reagen ami defend with force," triggering all-out 
civil wer throughout the country fought with verbal and fist fights, knives and guns, 
and in which class alinements became confused. 
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However, Lin Piao complained the turmoil was “not great enough." To usurp power during 
this turmoil, Lin Piao made a speech on 9 August 1967 in which he matter ~«!Tactly classi .- 
fied "turmoils” into four categories: "Struggle of good people against bad people is 
Justified"; “struggle between bad people" “counteracts one toxin with another"; "struggle 
of bad people against good people" “tempers the good people," who will "suffer a little" 
but "gain a lot"; and “struggle between good people" enables both "to learn a lession. " 
With statements like this, he instigated even greater turmoil throughout the country 

and seriously undermined Chairman Mao's great strategic plans. 


Chairman Mac once said; Two errors were committed during the Cultural Revolution--one 

was in overthrowing everything, and the other was in unleashing an all-out civil war. It 
was precisely Lin Piao and the “gang of four" who whipped up the evil wind of “overthrowing 
everything" and “unleashing an all-out civil war. " 


They instigated struggle against the army and created chaos within it. On 10 January 1967 
Kuan Feng and Wang Li proposed the reactionary slogan “completely expose the handful of 
powerholders in the military who take the capitalist road” in a document they submitted 

to Chiang Ching. Unable to decide herself, Chiang Ching secretly turned the document over 
to Lin Piao for "instructions." Flattered, he took up the brush and wrote: "Fully agree. " 
Thus, the fire to overthrow veteran cadres spread to the military. 


At a meeting of corps-level cadres on 20 March, Lin Piao again demagogically stated: 

"The revisionist line ‘armed with guns' is more dangerous than the revisionist line not 
armed with guns. Under his instigation some “brave elements" who went wild sprang out 
everywhere to uproot the revisionist line "with guns" and to drag out “the handful in the 
military." They spread chaos from their local areas to the military and wildly attemted 


to ruin our great wall. 


They also colluded on the slogan that the Chinese PLA was “created by Chairman Mao and 
directly commanded by XXX Lin” in an attemp: to usurp Chairman Mao's authority over the 
army. These counterrevolutionary activities clearly show that, like jackals from the same 
lair, the counterrevolutionary pen and gun had stepped up their collusion to pursue an 
evil cause. 


A photograph revealed Lin Piao's hideous features. In his speecher Lin Piao repeatedly 
stated: "I'm not good at anything except following Chairman Mao's instructions." The 
"gang o/ four" also praised Lin Piao for “having studied [Chairman Mao's works) most 
excellently." After the second plenum of the Ninth CCP Wational Congress, \in Piao's 
scheme to oppose Chairman Mao began to unravel. However, Chiang Ching, who claimed that 
she had always opposed Lin Piao, kept erytolling him and dutifully photographed Lin Piao 
“devotedly” studying Chairman's works. The picture was published in the combined No 7 
and We 8 issue of the PEOPLE'S PICTORIAL in 1971. 


At a PLA company discussion meeting on 14 October 1971, Chang Chun-chiao confessed: 
"Prior to publication of the combined issue of PEOPLE'S PICTORIAL Chiang Ching took a 
picture of Lin Piao and had it printed in the magazine out of good will. Chiang Ching 
had solicited by opinion. I saw the picture and agreed to publish it. All of us are 
people of good will! At that time the premier had a very good photograph of himself 
studying Chairman Mac's works, Lin Piao had several of himself but none showing him 
studying Chairman Mac's works. I thought since Lin Piao was then vice supreme commander 
and studied Chairman Mac's works diligently, people would ask questions if there were no 
such picture of him Therefore, Chiang Ching was requested to photograph hin. 
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The more one tries to cover up, the more one is ecposed, Bven if Chang Chun-chieo said 
"good will" 1,000 times, it would only prove ‘were all badgers from 
Their intention in taking Lin Piao's picture was Quite clear, They wanted to belittle 
the people's good premier and “energetically give prominence" to 
read books and who vigorously opposed Chairman Mo. This was why 
"extremely enthusiastic" about photographing Lin’ Piao,

This can be described as Lin Piao's “last picture" and "proof" of the "gang of four's" 
cOllaboration with the Lin Piao antiparty clique, After the downfall of Lin Piao, this 
picture caused trouble for the "gang of four". It was as if Chiang Ching had "swallowed 
a fly" (Chang Chun-chiao's words) and could not, spit it out to deny it. 


Chang Chun-chiao did his best to defend Lin Piao. 15 September 1971, Lin Piao tried 

to escape hurriedly and died in an explosion. ;People were very angry about Lin Piao's 
crimes. However, in mid-October in Changhai ' Chun-chiao held a discussion meeting 
attended by representatives of three branches of the PLA and a series of other meetings 

to defend Lin Piao's crimes. Chang Chun-chiac peddled the fallacy that Lin Piao was 

"not a representative of an erroneous line," | support ed Chairman Mao's line," "made re- 
latively few mistakes and did some good things" and so forth. Chang Chun-chiao's eager 

and frank defense of Lin Piao's crimes was in fact a defense of his own criminal activities. 
Nevertheless, the stronger his defense, the clearer it became that the gang and Lin Piao 


were birds of a feather flocking together. 


Numerous facts have proved the gang and Lin Piao were badgers from the same hole, "Things 
of a kind come together; people of a mind fall into the same group." Revolutionary com- 
rades always come together for a common revolutionary goal; while for a common counter- 
revolutionary goal, counterrevolutionary cabeerists also flock together. . 


In the past the Lin Piao clique and the "gang of four" had been relative strangers. : 
There was no "written agreement" between them and they never issued any "joint statement." 
However, their common class nature and historical background, their common counterrevo- 
lutionary ambitions and their common, fond dream to restore capitalism predestined them 
to flock closely together in a given political climate. 


The state of the massive Great Cultural Revolution gave these counterrevolutionary clowns 
an opportunity to jump on the same bandwagon, They had the same class origin and same 
"general objective." No wonder they thought alike and shared the same fate. 


Learning Prom and Surpassing Lin Piao 


The activities of the "gang of four" and the Lin Piao antiparty clique were essentially 7 
the same, but their methods differed, The "gang of four" were more wicked and crafty ‘ 
than the Lin Piao antiparty clique. They did a better job of camouflage and were more : 
adept at using "theory." As a result it was not easy to expose then. 


To usurp state and party supreme leadership, Lin Piao dished up a counterrevolutionary 
political program "demanding to establish the position of chairman of the state." The 
“gang of four" played a different trick. Their cowniterrevolutionary political program 
equated veteran cadres with "democrats" and "democrats" with "capitalist roaders," and 
they used this "formula" to pave the way for their attempt to usurp supreme leadership,

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The counterrevolutionary political progrem of the "gang of four" began to take shape as 
ea@ply as in the Lin Piao period, When they and the Lin Piao clique collaborated in 
attacking veteran cadres, Lin Piso fabricated a long list of crimes by veteran cadres, 

One crime was that veteran cadres were "democrats," Lin Piac once cursed several marshals 
(leo shuai 5071 1596). He said viciously: "Those comrades who committed mistakes were 
quite revolutionary during the democratic revolution period. However, when we entered 
the socialist period, those comrades became passive and even took xn opposing stand," 

The “gang of four" further elaborated the "democrats" label and used it as a magic weapon 
to topple others, ‘They made a big issue of the question of "democrats," Wo revolutionary 
veteran cadre could escape the misfortune of going from "democrat" to "capitalist roader," 


The difference between the counterrevolutionary political program of the "gang of four" and 
that of the Lin Piao clique was due to differences in their political positions, Lin Piao 
still had some "political capital,” had already usurped the high position of "vice 
supreme commander" and seemed certain to be the "successor," Therefore, his eagerness to 
usurp power could be detected in his words and actions, The "gang of four" on the 

other hand, were gamblers without capital, They had to remove various obstacles before 
they could usurp supreme leadership, In addition, the "gang of four" were craftier 

than Lin Piao, Lin Piao's political program clearly revealed his wild ambition, but the 
"gang of rour" were circuitous and they hid their naked and wild political ambitions 

in a heavy fog of theory. Consequently, they went undetected by many people. The 

crafty and deceptive nature of the "gang of four" typifies the characteristics of these 
sham Marxist swindlers. 


The "Outline of Project '571'" of the Lin Piao antiparty clique was a hodgepodge of 
ultraright lines, It directly pointed the spearhead at Chairman Mao and went to the 
extreme in vilifying and cursing him, It slandered the socialist system as "social- 
fascism," It must be completely overthrown so "genuine socialism" could be built, It 
represented the voices of a handful of landlords, rich peasants, counterrevolutionaries 
and bad elements, and called for "real liberation" for these reactionaries. It painted 
socialism utterly black, totally without merit. Externaliy it capitulated to Soviet 
social imperialism, tried to conduct "secret talks" with the Soviets and sought pro- 
tection under the Soviet "“muclear umbrella," Its ultimate goal was to usurp supreme 
party and state power, subvert the dictatorship of the proletariat and restore capitalism, 


The “gang of four's" line was a malignant development of Lin Piao's line, They tampered 
with Chairman Mao's instructions and sabotaged his strategic plan. Tey completely 
negated the socialist cause led by Chairman Mao and described it whiclly as "dictatorship 
of the sinister line." They opposed our esteemed and beloved Premier Chou and the older 
gemration of proletarian revolutionaries and wouldn't be happy with anything less than 
their destruction. They opposed and created confusion in the army and ferreted out 
"capitalist roaders in the army," vainly attempting to destroy our great wall, They 
called enemies comrades and crowned a handful of newborn counterrevolutionaries, 
hoodlums and smash-and-grabbers with the laurels of "advanced elements" who rode 
roughshod on the backs of the people, They wildly disrupted socialist culture and 
economy, The conclusion is; "Nothing could be more rightist than their line." 
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In pushing their counterrevolutionary revisionist ultraright line, both Lin Piao and the 

"gang of four" used the tactics of waving red flags to oppose the red flag, waving 
Chairman Mao's banner to attack Chairman Mao's forces, and played the trick of fake : 
left and real rignt. 


"an Phao and his cohorts often reminded each other they must not step ahead of Chairman 
Mao when walking with him, must not forget to carry a copy of "Quotations," and mst 
never open their mouths "without referring to the chairman," chanting the high-sounding 
phrases of "holding high" and “closely following." They seemed more revolutionary than 
anyone else, They knew how to practice formalism, would "ask for instructions in the 
morning and make reports in the evening," performed a so-called "loyalty dance," erected 
so-called "loyalty towers," and so on and so forth, Once they revealed their hideous 
features, particularly their plan for an armed coup d'etat to assassinate Chairman Nao, 
their character as doubledealers who "said nine things to your face but stabbed you in 
the back" wat seen all the more clearly, 


The "gang of four's" conspiratorial tricks were even more skillful and more blinding. 
They were extremely good at taking over a revolutionary slogan and filling in their 

own counterrevolutionary stuff, overtly "supporting wholeheartedly" every strategic 
plan of Chairman Mao's, but covertly trying their utmost to go their own way. Chairman 
Mao called for criticizing Lin Piao and Confucius, but the "gang of four' never 
criticized Lin Piao, only pretended to criticize Confucious, and criticized the "Duke 
of Chou." Chairman Mao called for studying the theory of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat, but the "gang of four" vigorously opposed "empiricism," created con- 
fusion on the question of dourgeois rights and undermined the dictatorship of the 
proletariat, They even grasped Chairman Mao's comments on the novel "Water Margin" 

and made a big to-do about it. They made no mention of the "capitulationists," but ; 
nonsensically talked about Sung Chiang making a figurehead of Chao Kai. The "gang 

of four" disguised themselves as revolutionaries, terribly "left" but thoroughly right. 


Any conspiratorial clique bent on usurping party and state power has to assemble a group 
of trusted followers as a force to rely on, In Lin Piao's program for a counter- 
revolutionary coup d-etat , the "Outline of Project '571,'" it was clearly stated: 

The “combined fleets" composed of a handful of sworn followers, accomplices and 
hatchetmen of Lin Piao hiding in our armed forces were the "basic force" of this 
antiparty clique, ‘The "gang of four," however, extended their antiparty feelers into 
every corner of society, recruited a bunch of renegades, enemy agents, careerists 
selling themselves to the gang, newborn bourgeois elements who wanted to grab some 
benefits and active counterrevolutionaries engaged in beating, smashing and looting, 
and formed a bourgeois factional setup. Their backbone elements included, for example, 
Ma Tien-shui, a "veteran cadre" who sold his own soul and a capitalist roader who 
usurped a leading position; Weng Sen-ho and Chen A-ta, hoodlums and upstarts; and a 
bunch of shameless writers and reactionary intellectuals who specialized in concocting 
counterrevolutionary theories, Although few, they were quite capable. Quite a number 
of them usurped leadership in an area or department, Revolution and production were 
bedly damaged wherever their hands reached, In this respect the "gang of four" not 
only learned from Lin Piao but outdid hia, 


Of course, both Lin Piao and the "gang of four," no matter how they bluffed and tried 
to build up a following, could only take the "dregs, remnants and refuse discarded by 
other classes as a class they could absolutely rely on." 
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This predestined this handful of reactionaries who moved against the tide of history to 
inevitable and total destruction, 


Such Anti-Lin "Heroes" 


The Lin Piao antiparty clique collapsed, However, the "gang of four," who had followed 
in Lin Piao's steps as if they were his shadow, all of a sudden became "heroes" opposing 
and criticizing Lin Piao, This was another mask of the "gang of four." We must rip it 


off. 


In the early period of the Great Cultural Revolution the "gang of four," not yet firmiy 
established, were like fungi growing on rotten wood and had to rely on the "big tree" 

of Lin Piao for support, At the same time Lin Piao wanted to recruit followers in 

order to look more powerful, During that period their relations were highly harmon! 

but as the situation of class struggle developed, their relative positions and powers 
changed correspondingly, and contradictions begar to grow between them. The "gang of four" 
began to disagree with Lin Piao as the situation «* the struggle developed, not because 
there was any "struggle between the two lines" between the gang and Lin Piao, but 

because the "gang of four" were cunning, good at changing their colors and accustomed to 
trimming their sails to the wind, In a series of incidents, they sensed Chairman Mao 

was repeatedly correcting Lin Piao's mistakes. Especially after the second plenum of the 
Ninth CCP Central Committee, Chairman Mao saw through Lin Piao and took a series of 
measures tc guard against his usurpation of party and state power. Of course, the "gang 
of four" took mental note of all this. Because they had had close relations with Lin 

Piao in the pest, it was necessary for them to assume a slight anti-Lin posture to show 
they kept a certain "distance" from the Lin Piao antiparty clique, if by any chance Lin 
Piao should collapse, they could slip away and at the same time grab some political capital 
and, by deception, gain the trust of the party Central Committee headed by Chairman Mao, 
This was the opportunist feature of the "gang of four" and the nature of the so-called 
"contradictions" between them and the Lin Piao antiparty clique, 


This being the case, what magix tricks did the "gang of four" play to appear to be real 
"representatives" of the correct line and "heroes" opposing Lin Piao, and for a time to 


fool so many people? 


: First, they used bragging. There were some contradictions between them and Lin Piao, As 
| a bunch of experts in bragging and lying, after Lin Piao's downfall they used every occasion 
and all kinds of mass media to boast and to distort the nature of their contradictions. 
The important thing was Lin Piao and his cohorts were unable to refute them face to face. 
Chiang Ching repeatedly declared: "I opposed Lin Piao," "Lin Piao hated me most" and 
"persecuted me more than anyone else." "Tsengtzu's mother abandons her loom," [meaning 
a repeated rumor is liable to be taken as truth] People cannot help believing lies to 
be truths if they are repeated again and again. Chang Chun-chiao made no sound and revealed 
no emotion, but as far as his power could reach, he documented and filed every sentence 
uttered by Lin Piao and his cohorts against the "gang of four" to show people they were 
opposed to him. This proved even more effective than openly promoting themselves every- 
where. At the same time, the gang tightly covered up the truth of how they shamelessly 
lauded and sold themselves to the Lin Piao clique. By contrast, their anti-Lin "heroic" 
images became all the more outstanding and towering.

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Second, they used fabrications. If useful, they created events that never happened, The 
"gang of four" described how they heroically opposed Lin Piao at the second plenum of the 
Ninth CCP Central Committee. That vas a fabrication. What really happened was: At the 
second plenum of the Ninth CCP Central Committee, after Lin Piao made his antiparty speech 
to stir up trouble, Wang Hung-wen and his followers from Shanghai immediately praised it, 
saying that "XXX Lin's speech is very important and serves as a warning to us: Refusing 
to recognize the genius [Mao] means refusing to recognize Chairman Mao's correct leader- 
ship." He sent a follower, a writer, to compare notes with Lin Piao's trusted followers 
in order to "gain a real understanding." At the same time he instructed that follower 

to draft a speech entitled "Our Attitude," to be delivered by the small Shanghai group 

at a meeting of the east China group. The draft speech and Lin Piao's antiparty speech 
echoed each other, both talking about geniuses and expressing “extremely great indigna- 
tion" because “even today, there still are people vainly attempting to damage Chairman 
Mao's prestige, shake Chairman Mao's leading position in the entire party, country and 
army and belittle great Mao Tsetung Thought." The speech also expressed "warm support" 
for Lin Piao and determination to defend him "with their lives" and “at any cost, even 

if it means grinding their bones to powder and making mincemeat of their flesh." It was 
only because Chairman Mao saw through evexything in good time that they hastily tucked 
their tails between their legs, suddemy changed their tone and put on another face, 


Third, they used fear. This was also a customary tactic of the gang. After Lin Piao 
blew himself up, many comrades sharply pointed out the need for criticizing the ultra- 
"left" manifestation of Lin Piao's revisionist line. This, however, would lead to crit- 
icism of the "gang of four." So the gang waved the banner of criticizing Lin Piao on 

the one hand, and set the limits and tone of criticism on the other. Chang Chun-chiao 
said: "The theory of the omnipotence of man's spirit cannot be criticized, because the 
theory is correct under certain circumstances and at certain times." "That thing of his 
(meaning the fallacy that 'politics can push professional work aside') is not to be crit- 
icized." Yao Wen-yuan also told his trusted followers: "Don't use such terms as volun- 
tarism, which cannot be properly applied to Lin Piao." To sum up, the three "nots," 
namely, “cannot be criticized," "is not to be criticized" and "don't use," meant that 

all the manifestations of the fake left and real right nature of Lin Piao's revisionist 
line were not to be touched. On the one hand, they contimued to peddle a great deal of 
Lin Piao's fake left things as treasure =. On the other hand, they seized upon some of 
Lin Piao's ultraright beliefs and made a big fuss about them, and appeared as "radicals" 
and "leftists" tc win cheap popularity. They bludgeoned people who mentioned opposing 
the "left," accusing them of “reversing the verdict of the Great Cultural Revolution, " 
"restoration and retrogression" and pushing the so-called "Lin Piao line without Lin 
Piao,” How serious such crimes were! They scared away others and regarded themselves as 
the only revolutionaries and the only leftists. Who were “heroes opposing and criticizing 
Lin Piao" except themselves! 


A corpse cannot be buried for long under snow. Since the start of the Great Cultural 
Revolution, the "gang of four" had covered up the truth about “in Piao and created many 
strange myths. Lin Piao's self-destruction revealed the truth about him. The "gang of 
four" then covered up the truth about themselves and disguised themselves as "heroes" 
opposing Lin Piao and "leftists" who always adhered to Chairman Mao's revolutionary line. 
The party Central Committee headed by Chairman Hua shattered with one blow the "gang of 
four" and thoroughly smashed their “leftist" myths, As soon as the sun comes out, rotten 
bones buried underground are thoroughly exposed. From now on, people not only will fur- 
ther recognize the truth about the "gang of four," but will also gain a deeper under - 
standing of Lin Piao and find answers to questions they have had for a long time.

This clearly 
demonstrated the concern of the party and the government for them and the superiority 
of our socialist system. The party Central Committee headed by Chairman Hua has smashed 
the gang of four and taken the strategic policy decision to grasp the key link of class 
struggle to run the country well. An excellent situation of stability, unity and going 
all-out to build socialism has emerged. Now, there is not only the necessity but also 
the possibility of making all-round arrangements to care for old, weak, 111 and dis- 
abled workers in accordance with the party's consistent policy. 


Such arrangements, he said, are of great importance for maintaining fewer but better 
forces and simpler administration, for building efficient three-in-one leadership teams 
combining the old, the middle-aged and the young, for the renewal of tne labour force, 
the realization of the general task for tue new period, speeding the growth of the 
national economy and realizing the four modernizations. 20 years have elapsed since 
1958 when the State Council promulgated the two provisional regulations on retirement

supplemented.

'SPRING IN SHANGHAI! MUSIC FESTIVAL REOPENS

{Text ] Shanghai, 24 May (HSINHUA)--A new piano concerto, "Along the Red Flag Canal," 
graced the first concert of the "Spring in Shanghai" music festival for 1978 which 
opened here yesterday evening. 


The yearly festival to debut new creations and circulate artistic pointers was suppressed 
for a decade by the gang of four, 


Soloist for the new concerto was noted pianist Li Ming-chiang, associate professor at 
the Shanghai Conservatory of Music and thrice prize-winner in international piano 
contests, He rendered the majestic concerto in cooperation with an 80-piece symphony 
orchestra, 
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The theme was taken from a contemporary story about the people of Linhsien County, Honan 
Province, who with great ingenuity and daring put through a 1,500-kilometre irrigation 
canal, transforming what used to be called "barren hills with water scarce as oil" into 
fertile farmland. 


Composers of the concerto were Wang Chien-chung of the Shanghai Conservatory and Shih 
Wan-chan of the Central Philharmonic Society. They spent months in Linhsien, talking with 
local people ard collecting a rich variety of their folk tunes. The concerto makes full 
use of the pieno's powers of expression, blending popular folk music into an organic 
union with symphonic music. It is a successful new attempt to create a Chinese ballad. 


Songs, ballet mumbers and violin solos on a variety of themes were presented at the opening 
concert. Some sang the praises of beloved revolutionary leaders like Chairman Mao Tsetung, 
Chairman thie Kuo-feng and Premier Chou En-lai. Others took their theme from the march of 
the Chinese people towards the four modernizations. 


Over 2,000 artists are taking part in the two-week festival. Seasoned artists and new talents 
join in over 250 vocal, instrumental and dance items, nearly half of which are new works. 


Among the best received numbers on the opening day were the "Yellow River Cantata", 

written by people's musician Hsien Hsing-hai in the 1930's on the heroic struggle against 
the Japanese imperialist invaders.

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"He obtained a mark of 312.5 in this examination for institutions of higher education, 
but, because his father has a seriously dubious political background, some cadres also 
held that he was unfit for admittance."

HELLUNGKIANG'S SANCHIANG PLAIN RECLAMATION PROJECT BEGINS 
OW230009Y Peking Domestic Service in Mandarin . 230 GMT 21 May 78 OW 
[Text] In an effort to wrest grain from the wilderness, the wasteland reclaimers of the 


state farms and people's communes on Sanchiang Plain in Heilungkiang have set forth various 
reclamation sites and worksites of the water conservancy projects. 


Situated in the eastern part of Heilungkiang, Sanchiang Plain is an area of approximately 
103,000 square kilometers. 
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Rich in natural resources, its virgin soil is flat and fertile and is ideal for reclama- 
tion. According to a scientific study, Sanchiang Plain has 43 million mou of wasteland, 
of which over 20 million mou are reclaimable, This year, the state farms and people's 

communes on Sanchiang Plain plan to reclaim more than 2 million mou of cropland from the 


wasteland, 


To strengthen its organizational leadership over this large-scale reclamation project, 
Heilungkiang has established a reclamation and construction headquarters. Special re- 
Clamation leading organizations have also been set up at the state farms, administrative 
bureaus, farms, prefectures and counties which are engaged in heavy reclamation tasks. 


The various reclamation units pay great attention to combining immediate and long-range 
interests, making sure that agriculture, forestry, animal husbandry, sideline occupations 
and fishery will develop in an allround way; that natural resources will be rationally 
utilized; and that destruction of timberland, grassland and the resources for developing 


a diversified economy is strictly prohibited. 


Conditions on 80 percent of the wasteland on Sanchiang Plain are affected by seasonal 
changes and suffer perennial waterlogging. Therefore, water control is the first 
priority in land reclamation, The project to control the Pilahu River began in July last 
year. When the project is completed, large tracts of wasteland can be reclaimed, People 
in Huachuan County, who are responsible for controlling the Anpang River, have already 
completed the main river project and have started on auxiliary projects. When the water 
has been drained, 750,000 mov of wasteland can be reclaimed, 


In mid-February, the workers of the various farms under the (Hsiehsanchiang) State Farm 
Administrative Bureau, which is situated at the northernmost region of Sanchiang Plain, 
in order to speed up reclamation, braved winds and snow and settled in the wasteland, 
They are now prepared for land reclamation, According to necessity and feasibility, some 
people's communes in rural areas have reclaimed nearby wasteland under a unified plan. 
Grain and legume crops have already been planted on some newly reclaimed land.

This requires us even more to 
give full play to the role of intellectuals, 


We firmly believe that the vast numbers of intellectuals will meet the challenge of the 
new period, fully understand their historical miss‘on, enthusiastically respond to the 
call of Chairman Hua and the party Central Committee and live up to the ardent hopes of 
the party and people. We are sure they will aim high, have lofty ambitions and, in this

2. Implementation of party policy on intellectuals is an important political task that 
must be carried out firmly and well. 


The policies and tactics we use are the lifeblood of the party. Carrying out the party's 
policy on intellectuals is a major task that will have a bearing on implementing Chairman 
Mao's revolutionary line, arousing the intellectuals! enthusiasm and fulfilling the 


general task for the new period. 
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The central authorities long ago clearly stipulated how party policy should be implemented, 
What is needed now is to implement this policy firmly, It is necessary to penetratingly 
expose and criticize the gang of four for their crimes in undermining this policy. They 
opposed Chairman Mao's revolutionary line, distorted his instructions and undermined the 
policy, They made many underhanded charges against intellectuals, in this way they 

g eatly confused ideology, theory and political line. Their pernicious influence is 
deeply entrenched. Only when we grasp exposure and criticism of the gang of four as the 
key link, penetratingly repudiate their counterrevolutionary revisionist line, eradicate 
their pernicious; influence, eliminate chaos and restore order, can we clear the way for 
comprehensive implementation of party policy on intellectuals, 


We Should speed up rescreening work and reach correct conclusions on intellectuals who 
have been subject to screening since the Great Cultural Revolution. We should also 
arrange proper jobs for them, All such conclusions should be reached as quickly as 
possible, but they will be null and void if not shown to and signed by those concerned, 
If a conclusion does not agree with the facts or does not conform to policy, it should 

be corrected. All such mistakes must be rectified. If a person does not agree with the 
conclusion reached on his case, he c@n present his case to higher authorities, All 

false charges and slanders leveled at intellectuals by Lin Piao and the gang of four must 
re Overturned. Dossiers on those who have undergone screening should be checked and 
sorted out and all irrelevant and improper materials should be removed and destroyed by 
the departments concerned, All injustices or incorrect verdicts must be corrected. All 
comrades who were persecuted and had blows dealt against them should be rehabilitated 

and returned to work. Even the dead should be vindicated of false charges and rehabilitated, 
It is necessary to assemble the intellectuals scattered by Lin Piao and the gang of four 
and arrange proper jobs for them, This is the most practical way to bring into full play 
the strength of our intellectuals in order to meet our pressing needs. 


It is necessary to make a general investigaticn of those who cannot apply their kmowledge 
where they are presently employed. This work has already begun, Since there are many 
people in jobs unrelated to their background, job readjustment will involve many 
organizations and many areas, Therefore, this work must be well-guided, planned and 
organized. Party organizations at various levels and leading members in all departments 
should grasp this work vigorously. They must overcome interference of various kinds 

and firmly carry out this work well. No one is allowed to have a negative attitude about 
this work, nor will anyone be allowed to obstruct it for any reason, Otherwise, one will 
be irresponsible in c rrying out the party's work. 


Titles for professional intellectuals should be restored or instituted. Titles should be 
instituted in /obs where they haven't been established. It is necessary to set up a 
system to check efficiency. Those professionals who have made remarkable achievements 
and are fairly progressive pulitically shculd be promoted periodically through evaluation 
and selection, 


It is necessary to do @ good job in helping intellectuals join the party and the Youth 
League and concern ourselves with their progress and requests, Those who have met the 
requirements for Communist Party membership should be actively recruited into the party 
according to stipulations in the party constitution. We should not lower standards for 
Communist Party membership. We should neither totally ignore family backgrounds, social 
relations and shortcomings in thinking and in the work style of intellectuals without 
conducting concrete analysis nor resort to nit-picking. 
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To require gold to be 100 percent pure and man to be flawless is wrong, After all, 

one cannot change one's own family background, It is necessary to conduct a concrete 
analysis of the history of one's social relations. Our par y's policy is to uphold the 
theory of taking account of class origin, but not the theory of taking account of class 
origin only. It is essential to attach importance to one's political attitude, If 

we do not deal with this issue in this way, we cannot conform with the principle of 
dialectical materialism, and we cannot consider ourselves materialists, We must deal 
with intellectuals seeking to join the Youth League in the same way. 


We must also correctly deal with the question of security, Party and state security 
must be safeguarded, Secrets should never be allowed to leak out easily, However, 

we must not mystify overything, At present inadequate measures have been taken on the 
question of security that have impeded development of science and technology. For 
example, researchers and technicians originally had nothing to do with the compilation 
of documents and reference material, But now, while allowed to compile the documents 
and weference material, they ere not authorized to touch them at all, There are also 
tertain things that are not secrets at all, Some of them have already been made 
publ.c abroad, However, we still regard them as secrets, In this way, we enforce 

a blockade on ourselves that prevents us from developing science and technology. 
Departments concerned must conduct research, study this issue, and formulate feasible 
measures conducive to safeguarding secrets as well as our work, 


Efforts must be made to restore and establish various societies in the fields of natural 
science, philosophy and social sciences, develop various scientific research activities, 
and enliven academic exchanges. In this regard, it is necessary to resolutely implement 
the principle “let a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought contend." 


Children of intellectuals who have met the requirements for college enrollment, party 
and Youth League membership, army recruitment and work employment should be treated 

the same as those of workers, peasants and revolutionary cadres, Problems of parents 
should not affect their children, Thinking that crimes of parents incriminate their 
family members is feudalistic and backward, This is certainly not a proletarian policy, 


Naturally, it is not right if our intellectuals regard themselves as a privileged class 
on the question of remuneration and livelihood, However, it is also wrong to uphold 
the erroneous thinking of egalitarianism, 


Finally, let us discuss the question of devoting at least five-sixths of one's work 
hours to professional work, This is a question of great concern to everyone. It has 
been enthusiastically discussed at the meeting. The regional CCP Committee has 
declared we must make sure scientific research workers, engineers, technicians and 
teachers can devote at least five-sixths of their work hours each week to professional 
work, The central authorities have repeatedly stressed the sigificance of this 
question, We must not treat it lightly. . 


3. To strengthen party leadership is a fundamental guarantee for the implementation 
of intellectual policy, Party committees at all levels must fully ugderstand the

Hydrology Work Meeting

[Excerpts] The Sinkiang Regional Water Conservancy and Electric Power Bureau conducted 
a meeting in Urumchi from 7 through 16 May on learning from Taching and Tachai on the 
hydrology front. The meeting relayed the spirit of the National Conference on Hydrology, 
summed up and exchanged experiences, commended advanced units and individuals, and dis- 
cussed plans for developing Taching and Tachai-type hydrologic stations. The meeting 
also devised 3-year and 8-year plans for developing hydrologic work in the autonomous 
region. 


During the meeting all representatives were received by the autonomous region's leading 
party and government comrades including Wang Feng, Ssuema-i Ai-mai-ti, Chang Shih-kung, 
Tiehemu-erh Ta-wa-mai-ti, Li Yun-ho, Chi Kuo, A-mu-tung Ni-ya-tzu, Yang Ko, (Hou biang), 
and (Li Chia-yu). 


Guided by Chairman Mao's revolutionary line and following the development of water con- 
servancy work in the autonomous region, tremendous progress has also been made in hydro- 
logic work. The number of hydrologic stations on major rivers throughout Sinkiang in- 
creased 560 percent over early postliberation years. By working in coordination with 
hydrologic stations run by state farms, livestock farms, people's communes and the bri- 
gades, these hydrologic stations formed a hydrologic network.

One Overseas Chinese from Vietnam who returned to Macao from Ho Chi Minh City 2 weeks 
ago revealed that in late March the Vietnamese Government launched a surprise attack 
on the Overseas Chinese merchants, One evening they mobilized several thousand troops 
and young people to conduct an "inventory" and a largeescale search of every house, 
Putting on a show, they brought out a so-called "instrument" that showed if there was 
gold in a house, If the gold was not turned over, the people would be sent to prison, 
The following evening, the Vietnamese authorities mobilized a large number of troops 
with guns and carted away the property of the Chinese merchants. Many were beaten or

[23 May report from Hokou, Yunnan: "Vietnam Discriminates Against Ethnic Chinese in 
a Despicable wy"] 


[Text] Our reporter in the border town of Hokou, Yunnan, interviewed the Overseas Chinese 
refugees who have been unreasonably expelled by the Vietnamese authorities, 


Some 214 Overseas Chinese refugees live in a house at the reception station, The 
reporter learned from the workers of the reception station that among this batch of 
Overseas Chinese refugees there are 108 staff and workers, 86 primary and middle 
school students, 6 peasants, 6 small businessmen, 4 housewives, 1 doctor, 1 teacher, 
1 accountant and 1 translator. The absolute majority are young people. The oldest 
is a 95-year-old woman. There is one blind person. 


When the reporter asked the Overseas Chinese refugees the reason for returning to 
China, they unanimously said: "We had a difficult time in Vietnam." An Overseas 
Chinese refugee said: "I am registered as an Overseas Chinese and I am reluctant to 
apply for a new card. My original ration was 14 kilograms a month (half of it was 
miscellaneous grain). My ration was suddenly reduced by half to only 7 kilograms 
(with 1 kilogram of rice), For several months I did not receive even a kilogram of 
supplies, One kilogram of rice costs HK 40 cents in Vietnamese currency, but the 
blackmarket price is HK$7.50 per kilogram. Even a kilogram of cooked root is sold 
for HK$2. How can anyone survive?" 


The reporter said: The Vietnamese authorities publicized that the Overseas Chinese 
returned to China because of a rumor created by evildoers. The reporter asked the 
Overseas Chinese refugees what they had heard that made them return to China. A 
driver furiously said: "I was working as a driver for the transportation team of the 
Haiphong Municipal Grain Bureau, The Vietnamese public security personnel came to 
search my house and asked me if I ever listened to broadcasts from China. They did 
this because I refused to become a citizen of Vietnam. They also asked: ‘Why don't 
you go back to China since you are a Chinese? What are you doing in our country?! 

I transported military grain day and night on a crash basis during the war to resist 
the United States and to save our country. Now they are sick of me because I am 
Chinese." Another Overseas Chinese refugee who had been working in a state-run 
factory in Hanoi for 10 years said: "A Vietnamese leader of our factory told us: 
'You must become a vietnamese if you want to stay in Vietnam. You must return to 
China if you want to remain a Chinese.! I know that he said this on the instructions 
of the upper level. Saying that evildoers created a rumor is rubbish. It is the 
Vietnamese authorities who created a rumor," 


The reporter asked the Overseas Chinese refugee: "The Vietnamese authorities said 
that you people 'sold your property, bought valuable things and brought them to 
China.' What kind of things did you bring back to China?" The Overseas Chinese 
refugees refuted “his and said angrily: "We have brought nothing back." A relatively 
older Overseas Chinese refugee said: "Before we left, we thought we would like to 
bring back some savings to China after having worked so hard in Vietnam, [paragraph 
continues } 
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"I bought 5 catties of cinnamon bark, However, I had to spend money on the way back to 
China. I had to hand over 'gifts' when I crossed the customs barrier, Unfortunately, 
I met with Vietnamese public security personnel before [ crossed the border, They took 
away my two bags. All I have brought back is this carrying pole." 


These Overseas Chinese refugees took care of one another on the way back to China. The 
95-year-old lady was carried by an Overseas Chinese refugee when they crossed the river. 
She has a granddaughter. They have been at the reception station for 5 days. The govern- 
ment has arranged for their food and lodging. They will soon be taken to a settlement 
site, 


Shooting Incidents Described

Refugee Boat") 


[Text] An Overseas Chinese from Vietnam Wu Ya-chiao was wounded when Vietnamese public 
security personnel opened fire on her while she was on her way back to China. 


Huang Chiu-fu, an Overseas Chinese who lived in Cam Pha County of Quang Ninh Province 

in Vietnam, could not make a living because of the persecution of the Overseas Chinese 
by the Vietnamese authorities on 22 April. He and his wife Wu Ya-chiao and their two 
childten left Cam Pha for China with a group of Overseas Chinese fishing boats. At 
noon on 23 May, when the fishing boats were passing through (Hu Ta Men), four wooden 
boats suddenly sped toward the fishing boats and encircled them. Armed with automatic 
rifles, the Vietnamese public security personnel aboard the wooden boats opened fire 

on the unarmed Overseas Chinese fishing bocts. Wu Ya-chiao was wounded. The bullets 
pierced her left shoulder and grazed her back. The wound was about 7mm long and she was 
bleeding profusely. 


The Vietnamese public security personnel maneuvered their wooden boats close to the 
Overseas Chinese fishing boats and forced the fishing boats to anchor along the shore. 
Huang Chiuefu and the Overseas Chinese from the other fishing boats reasoned with the 
Vietnamese, saying that they should provide medical treatment to Wu Ya-chaio, The 
Vietnamese personnel refused their demand with the excuse that there was no medicine 
available. After being severely condemned by the Overseas Chinese refugees, the Viet- 
namese personnel perfunctorily put some purple medicine on her wound. 


The Vietnamese detained the Overseas Chinese fishing boats for 2 days, searched every 
boat, confiscated the belongings that the Overseas Chinese carried with them and drove 
them out to the sea. 


Wang Chiu-fu and his family of four finally arrived at Peihai Municipality in Kwangsi 


after much hardship. They received a warm reception from the local government and 
people. It was then the wounded Wu Ya-chaio received good treatment for her injuries.

{Text} 20 May telephone report from Canton: Reporters have learned fromreliable sources 
that by 14 May some 57,000 Overseas Chinese had returned to China after being persecuted 
and expelled by the Vietnamese autiorities.

Leading departments at ‘all levels in Yunnan, Kwangsi, Kwangtung and Pukien have dis~- 
patched a large number of people and a large amount of material to warmly receive and 
to make proper arrangements for this groupofwnifortunate Overseas Chinese who are 
worried about their clothing and living. 


20 May Special Report From Peihai, Kwangsi: A large number of Overseas Chinese who 
were expelled by the Vietnamese Government have returned by boat to Peihai Municipality, 
Kwangsi. By 9 May more than 8,000 Overseas Chinese refugees had returned to Peihai in 
more than 1,000 fishing boats. They returned to the embrace of the motherland after 
experiencing hardships and difficulties during their sea journeys lasting 2, 3 or even 
more than 10 days. 


Most of these Overseas Chinese refugees resided in (Boc Manh), (Cam Pho), (Gai Long) 

and (Khanh Hoi) in Queng Ninh Province, Vietnam, Some 474 people originally came from 
Kwangtung, while the rest came mostly from Peihai Municipality, Hopu County and Chinchou 
Municipality in Kwangsi. Some Overseas Chinese have returned to China with their families. 
Others have returned to the motherland in other people's fishing boats. Among the 

Overseas Chinese refugees, there are some elderly people who are all alone and some 
children who have nobody to look after them, 


The Vietnamese authorities stopped and search the fishing boats of the Overseas Chinese 
refugees returning to China. Under the pretext of searching the boats, some plain- 
clothes officials brandished guns to take away clothes and other things from the Over- 
seas Chinese. A fisherwoman, named Wu, who has returned to Peihai Municipality, was 
injured from a beating. 


According to Overseas Chinese refugees, the Vietnamese Government has forced tne Over- 
eas Chinese to become Vietnamese citizens. If they are unwilling to become Vietnamese 
citizens, their identity cards are confisca‘ed. They will not even get their grain 
supplies. Neither will they be permitted to go out to sea to engage in production. 
Workers will not be paid and cadres will be demoted. 


The Vietnamese Government enlisted many soldiers during the conflict between Vietnam and 
Cambodia. According to Overseas Chinese refugees, all young and able-bodied Overseas 
Chi »se had to do military service and were sent to the Vietnamese-Cambodian border. 

The Vietnamese authorities forced the Overseas Chinese youths to take physical exami- 
nations. They would no: receive their wages and would be sent for hard labor if they 
did not tak. their physicals. Many Overseas Chinese performed sell during the anti- 
French and anti-U.S, wars. However, they were reluctant to let their children become 
Vietnamese cannon fodder in the Vietnamese-Cambodian conflict. 


The Overseas Chinese refugees also disclosed that the Vietnamese side created many 
rumors about Overseas Chinese. The Vietnamese authorities even threatened the Overseas 
Chinese by saying that, if they did not leave Vietnam immediately, they would not be per- i 
mitted to do after the next few days. This caused confusion and tension among the Over- 

seas Chinese ideologically and spiritually. 


The leadership organs of Peihai Municipality, Kwangsi, have temporarily dispatched people 
and set up reception centers to receive and resettle the Overseas Chinese refugees who 
were expelled by the Vietnamese authorities. In order to make arrangements for the 
livelihood of tne refugees, departments concerned have arranged the supply of vegetables, 
firewood and various daily necessities and sent grain to where the fishing boats are 
moored. The Overseas Chinese refugees have received more than 60,000 catties of grain 
in 2 days.

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20 May Special report from Hokou, Yunnan: A large number of Overseas Chinese who were 
persecuted in Vietnam have been forced to return to China. At present some 1,000 
Overseas Chinese refugees are returning to China through |'okou County, Yunnan Province, 
every day. The highest record is more than 1,900 people in one day, 


Hokou County in Yunnan Province and Lao Kay in Vietnam are separated by ariver. The 
two banks of the river are full of wandering Overseas Chinese refugees. Some Overseas 
Chin.se refugees who have already crossed the river and returned to the motherland are 
standing along the shore waiting for their relatives. When they see the Overseas Chinese 
refugees crossing the river with the old and the young, they go downto the river to 
receive them. Many working personnel have been sent to the shore to take care of and 

to receive the Overseas Chinese refugees. 


Most of the returning Overseas Chinese refugees are penniless. Many of them have nothing 
except a shirt and the shorts they are wearing. Even those who are in a better condi- 
tion only bring along a small handbag with them. The handbag contains one or two pieces 
of clothing and some odds and ends. Many Overseas Chinese refugees have no money to 

buy train tickets and walk all the way to Lao Kay. 


The discriminating against the Overseas Chinese in Vietnam has become more serious since 
last winter. "Clearance areas" were first created in the border provinces and munici - 
palities of Lai Chau, Son La and Lao Kay. The Chinese residents, who had been living 
inside the Vietnamese border for many years were forced to return to China. Since the 
beginning of this year Vietnam has expanded its discrimination against Chinese to 
Haiphong, Hanoi and all the way to Quong Ninh and (?Nha Trang) provinces and Ho Chi 
Minh City inthe south. The number of Overseas Chinese refugees who have been expelled 
has increased day after day and the situation is getting more and more serious. Accor- 
ding to the Overseas Chinese refugees, the Vietnamese Public Security Department openly 
announced that "it is necessary to actively mobilize people to expel the Overseas Chinese 
and it would be even ve‘ter if all Overseas Chinese have left Vietnam. " 


Yunnan Province has warmly received all Overseas Chinese refugees who have returned to 
China and collected a large amounts of materials to help them. Some Overseas Chinese 
refugees had not eaten rice for more than a year. They broke into tears when they saw 
the motherland's rice in the bowls. Most Overseas Chinese refugees indicated that 
they were unable to survive in Vietnam because they were persecuted. They are in a 
cheerful mood upon returning to the motherland and thus, are willing to do any york. 
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
